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Truth    vs.    Falsehood 

From  the  beginning  of  time  the  Lord's  plan  has  been  for  a  man 
and  a  woman  to  be  joined  in  marriage  and  thereby  to  fulfill  the  great 
commandment  given  to  Adam  and  Eve  to  "Multiply  and  replenish  the 
earth".  Then  came  the  plan  of  the  rejected  and  cast -out  Son  of  the 
Morning,  Lucifer,  to  thwart  the  purposes  of  God  and  to  plant  in  the  minds 
;  f  men  that  it  was  better  for  some  men,  if  they  were  strong  enough  to  do 
so,  to  resist  marriage,  resist  the  plan  God  had  ordained  whereby  his  spirit 
sons  and  daughters  could  come  to  earth  and  take  upon  themselves  mortal 
bodies.  For  centuries  this  cunningly  devised  plan  of  the  evil  one  has 
misled  many  men  and  women  from  marriage  and  has  caused  them  to 
reject  the  plan,  of  God  in  perpetuating  the  human  race.  Men  and  women 
have  thus  disobeyed  the  command  of  God  through  being  deceived. 

We  know  through  revelations  from  our  Heavenly  Father  that  errors 
have  crept  into  the  scriptures,  some  the  mistakes  of  men,  and  some 
cunningly  changed  to  suit  the  purposes  of  those  who  have  changed  some 
of  the  scriptures  to  suit  their  own  doctrines,  this  having  occured  in  ages 
past,  and  thus  differing  from  the  word  of  the  Lord  as  it  was  written  by 
His  prophets  and  apostles.  Thus  has  this  false  doctrine  found  some 
support. 

In  a  recent  publication  ("Newsweek"  April  21,  1969)  is  a  story  which 
is  but  a  pattern  of  things  to  come  —  wherein  false  teaching  of  religion  will 
succumb  to  truth.  This  article  underscores  the  fact  that  everywhere  the 
Bishops  of  the  Catholic  Church  are  seeing  more  and  more  of  their  priests 
leaving  the  ministry.  The  reason  is  obvious.  These  men  have  concluded 
that  celibacy  is  not  for  them.  They  are  seeking  employment  in  various 
other  fields  than  religion.  It  is  estimated  by  Andrew  Greely,  Catholic 
sociologist,  that  in  the  next  ten  years  approximately  one  half  of  the  more 
than  59,000  Catholic  Priests  in  the  United  States  will  leave  the  ministry. 
The  major  reason  for  this  is  ascribed  to  the  marriage  laws  of  that  Church. 
The  article  further  states  that  from  a  survey  of  95  US  Seminaries  wherein 
young  men  were  training  for  the  ministry  that  more  than  one  half  of 
them  are  of  the  opinion  that  celibacy  should  not  be  mandatory.  Of  these 
theological  students,  forty  per  cent  indicated  they  would  probably  marry  if 
the  Church  permitted  it. 

These  astounding  figures  point  up  the  great  truth  —  that  eventually 
truth  will  triumph  and  error  will  fall  by  the  wayside.  Whether  or  not  the 
Catholic  Church  will  relent  in  its  policy  toward  marriage  of  priests  will 
yet  be  seen. 

Before  the  coming  of  the  Lord,  we  will  see  many  changes  —  changes 
which  will  come  about  through  men  determining  that  concepts  they  have 
believed  have  been  in  error.  We  will  see  the  untruths  taught  in  the  name 
of  religion  fall.  And  through  all  of  it  we  will  see  the  doctrines  of  the  true 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  as  taught  by  the  Mormon  Church  stand  and  survive 
all  the  storms  which  may  arise. 

When  men  grope  in  their  own,  wisdom  to  find  the  truth,  their  search 
is  an  imperfect  one,  resulting  in  many  errors  of  conclusion.  When  men 
seek  the  truth  through  guidance  from  the  Lord  through  His  servants,  the 
Prophets,  their  search  is  blessed  with  the  approval  of  God  and  with  true 
doctrine.  May  we  each  always  appreciate  the  blessings  of  being  members  of 
the  true  Church  where  eternal  Gospel  truths  are  unchangeable.

Two  Latter-day  Saint  folk  groups  appeared  in  the  finals  of  the  recent 
"R  1.000  Search  for  a  Star"  competition  held  at  Joubert  Park  in  Johannes- 
burg. Pam  Wrench  and  Andre  Nel  appeared  as  "Pam  and  I",  Elder  Michael 
Tate,  Elder  Robert  Chalmers,  Carla  Badger,  and  Pat  Holbrook,  accom- 
panied by  Brother  James  Thompson,  sang  in  a  group  entitled  "The 
Mormons  Four". 

The  contest  began  on  February  20,  and  continued  until  March  22. 
Each  night  approximately  12  acts  performed,  with  audience  response  deter- 
mining who  should  advance  to  the  semi-finals,  and  later,  the  finals.  Both 
the  "Mormons  Four"  and  "Pam  and  I"  won  in  the  first  and  second  rounds 
of  this  competition,  earning  for  themselves  the  right  to  participate  in  the 
finals  on  March  22. 

The  winners  for  the  finals 
were  determined  by  a  panel  of 
eminent  judges  from  the  field  of 
music  in  South  Africa.  "The 
Mormons  Four"  were  awarded 
fourth  prize  in  this  competition. 
They  received  R100  in  prizes.  A 
great  number  of  people  attended 
the  various  sessions  of  the  com- 
petition, and  the  name  of  the 
Mormons  was  brought  to  the 
fore. 

Since   that   time,   the    "Mor- 
mons   Four"    have    remained   to- 
gether and  have  sung  at  various 
concerts    and    gatherings.    They 
entertained    at    the    Youth    Con- 
ference    on     several     occasions. 
They   are  scheduled  to   make   a   long-playing  record  about  the  middle  of 
May.  On  April  23.  when  they  sang  on  a  programme  with  five  other  acts, 
the  programme  contained  this  item  about  the  group: 

All  are  actually  Mormons,  two  Americans,  one  English,  and  one 
South  African.  They  have  only  been  together  four  months,  but  have 
proved  to  be  so  good  that  they  have  been  offered  recording  and  TV 
contracts.  Their  style  is  pop-folk,  similar  to  that  of  the  Seekers,  and 
they  also  include  a  few  comedy  numbers. 

The  group  has  also  composed  an  original  song,  dealing  with  the  mi- 
gration of  the  Saints  to  Salt  Lake  City  in  the  early  days  of  the  Church. 
They  plan  on  including  this  song  in  their  record.

Thursday,  April  3,  saw  the  beginning  of  a  youth  conference  that  was 
to  touch  the  hearts  of  many,  and  win  the  acclaim  of  visiting  General  Board 
members  from  Salt  Lake  City.  Brother  and  Sister  Marvim  J.  Ashton,  mem- 
bers of  the  MIA  and  Relief  Society  General  Boards  respectively,  on  assign- 
ment from  Church  headquarters,  were  in  attendance  for  the  entire  con- 
ference, counseling,  visiting,  and  enjoying  the  convention.  Brother  Ashton 
later  commented  to  the  effect  that  the  spirit  which  he  felt  in  this  youth 
conference  was  the  strongest  he  has  ever  felt  at  any  youth  conference  in 
the  world. 

A  tremendous  amount  of  planning  was  involved  in  making  this  con- 
ference the  tremendous  success  that  it  was.  Brother  James  Milne,  Mission 
YMMIA  Superintendent,  Brother  George  Nel,  YMMIA  Age  Group 
Counselor,  and  Brother  Ken  Armstrong,  Activity  Counselor,  along  with 
Sister  Sylvia  Milne,  YWMIA  President,  Sister  Judy  Powrie,  Age  Group 
Counselor,  Sister  Muriel  Armstrong,  Activity  Counselor,  and  Sister  Petro 
Nel,  Secretary,  spent  a  great  amount  of  time  preparing  and  planning.

Leadership  Meeting.  Specialized  meetings  were  held  Friday  morning 
with  the  MIA  Officers  and  Teachers  throughout  the  mission.  Meeting  first 
in  a  combined  meeting,  and  later  in  individual  departments, 
Brother  and  Sister  Ashton, 
along  with  Mission  MIA 
leaders  counseled  and  discussed 
potential  improvements  in  the 
Mission  MIA  programme.  The 
YW  meeting  placed  special 
emphasis  on  making  classes 
more  interesting,  and  improv- 
ing record  keeping,  while  the 
YM  departments  emphasized 
scouting  and  athletic  pro- 
grammes. Brother  and  Sister 
Ashton  keynoted  each  of  these  Sister  Ashton 

workshop  sessions. 

YM  and  YW  Meetings.  General  meetings  were  held  in  the  early 
afternoon.  The  young  men  and  young  women  met  separately  to  hear 
advice  from  leaders.  The  main  theme  of  these  meetings  was  "chastity." 
Muriel  Armstrong  addressed  the  women  first.  She  emphasized  Latter-day 
Saint  standards  of  behaviour  and  conduct  and  the  high  ideals  of  woman- 
hood. She  was  followed  by  Sister  Badger  who  advised  the  girls  to  pay 
attention  to  those  who  think  enough  of  them  to  caution  and  warn  them. 
Sister  Ashton  concluded  the  meeting  with  an  address  on  "the  ties  that 
bind".  She  recommended  that  girls  tie  themselves  to  things  that  will  guide 
them  in  the  right  way  rather  than  tying  themselves  to  things  that  will 
hinder  them.  A  new  filmstrip  was  also  introduced  to  the  mission  at  this 
meeting.  The  filmstrip  deals  with  the  MIA  development  of  the  girl. 

While  the  women  were  meeting  in  the  Cultural  Hall,  the  men  were 
meeting  in  the  Chapel.  They  were  first  addressed  by  Brother  Ken  Arm- 
strong, who  stressed  how  much  Satan  wants  them  to  fall,  because  he  can 
still  remember  the  part  they  played  in  casting  him  out  of  heaven,  caution- 
ing that  they  will  only  fall  if  they  want  to.  President  Badger  attacked  the 
"new  morality"  as  "only  the  old  immorality."  He  advised  that  young  men 
should  "take  the  Lord  with  you  on  a  date,  double  date,  and  date  members 
of  the  Church."  Brother  Ashton  then  introduced  a  theme  that  he  was  to 
employ  throughout  the  conference.  Using  the  theme  "the  happy  way  is  the 
right  way,"  he  stated:  "Wickedness  never  was  happiness.  The  clean  way  is 
the  right  way,  the  clean  way  is  the  happy  way,  the  clean  life  is  the  eternal 
way.  How  near  to  the  angels  is  youth  that  is  clean.  They  shall  have  joy 
unspeakable  here,  and  eternal  happiness  hereafter." 

Fol- 
lowing the  YW  and  YM  meetings, 
saints  gathered  in  the  courtyards  of 
Ramah  to  be  entertained  by  many 
talented  members.

from  Pretoria;  Brothers  Roode  and  Fullard,  Sisters  van  der  Linden  and 
Nichols  from  Mowbray;  and  Andre  Nel  from  Ramah  II.  This  was  a  re- 
freshing accompaniment  to  the  afternoon  lunch. 

Speech  Competition.  Speaking  on  this  year's  MIA  theme,  "Therefore, 
cheer  up  your  hearts  and  remember  that  ye  are  free  to  act  for  yourselves  — 
to  choose  the  way  of  everlasting  death  or  the  way  of  eternal  life."  (II  Nephi 
10:23),  12  young  men  and  women  exhibited  an  excellence  of  oratory.  In 
commending  the  speakers.  Brother  Ashton  recalled  having  recently  adjudi- 
cated a  speech  competition:  involving  almost  the  whole  of  the  Salt  Lake

Did  the  speaker 
have  a  thorough 
comprehension  and 
understanding  of 
the  subject  he  or 
she  was  talking 
about?  (2)  Was  the 
talk  well  orga- 
nized?    (3)     Were 

the  voice  and  body  effective?  (4)  Was  the  use  of  language  effective?  (5)  Did 
the  speaker  hold  the  attention  of  the  audience? 

Brother  Gordon  Terblanche  from  Cape  Town  and  Brother  Vic  Henning 
from  Durban  served  as  the  adjudicators,  and  as  they  put  it:  "We  had  to 
look  for  faults  to  make  our  decision."  A  decision  was,  however,  finally 
reached,  and  Jennifer  Hulbert,  from  Springs,  was  rated  as  the  "most 
superior." 

Jennifer  spoke  about  the  two  freedoms  in  life,  "the  false,  where  a  man 
is  free  to  do  as  he  likes,  and  the  true,  where  he  is  free  to  do  as  he  ought." 
She  emphasized  the  wonderful  gift  of  free  agency  we  have,  calling  it  "God's 
greatest  gift  to  mankind."  Without  this  free  agency  we  would  be  little 
more  than  'mechanical  beings,  living  robots."  There  would  be  no  purpose 
in  aspiring  to  eternal  life.  "But,"  she  counseled,  "cheer  up,  for  we  do 
have  this  freedom.  We  can  live  with  God  and  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  if  we 
obey  all  their  commandments."  She  said  that  we  have  very  few  big  decisions 
in  life,  because  we  have  the  Gospel,  which  she  characterized  as  "a  perfect 
instruction  manual  for  eternal  life." 

3  Act  Play  —  "The  Vigil". 

Appropriately  pursuing  a  topi- 
cal Easter  theme,  this  year's 
play,  "The  Vigil'  was  presented 
to  over  600  people  in  the 
Ramah  Cultural  Hall.  The  play 
was  a  mock  trial  of  the  gar- 
dener at  Christ's  tomb.  The 
prosecutor  (played  by  Keith 
Chapman)  attempted  to  prove 
that  the  gardener  (Gordon  Dell) 
had  stolen  Christ's  body.  The 
defence  counsel  (Roland  Riley) 
hoped    to    prove    that   the    gar- 
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dener  had  not  stolen  the  body,  but  that  it  had,  in  fact,  been  resurrected. 
Various  witnesses  relevant  to  the  incident  were  called  upon  to  bear  testi- 
mony of  what  they  had  seen.  The  prosecutor  was  able  to  convincingly 
asperse  each  witness  until  Saul  of  Tarsus  (Val  van  Niekerk)  reappeared  as 
the  converted  Paul  and  changed  his  testimony.  The  judge  (Ben  de  Wet) 
then  called  upon  the  jury  (the  audience)  to  decide  for  themselves  whether 
or  not  the  resurrection  was  indeed  a  reality.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  play, 
a  trophy  was  presented  to  Keith  Chapman  (also  the  producer  of  this  play) 
for  his  fine  work  in  drama  in  the  MIA  programme.

Sunrise  Service.  After  a  late  evening  at  the  play,  approximately  75 
brave  souls  arose  to  meet  the  dawn.  They  met  on  the  plateau  behind  the 
Ramah  Branch  building.  There  they  were  addressed  by  Transvaal  District 
President,  C.  Kenneth  Powrie.  Using  the  breaking  of  day  to  good  advantage. 
President  Powrie  spoke  of  the  "cleansing  effect  of  the  night"  and  the  fresh 
opportunity  each  day  offers  us.  He  felt  that  most  people  don't  stop  to 
"savour  the  dawn".  Rather  they  take  it  for  granted,  and  don't  appreciate 
it.  He  then  drew  a  parallel  between  this  and  the  resurrection.  Similarly, 
people  don't  stop  to  ponder  the  reality  and  opportunity  offered  them  by 
the  resurrection.  His  advice  was  that  one  should  become  aware  of  what 
he  is  doing,  become  aware  that  he  is  eternal,  and  savour  it.  Then  live 
according  to  this  knowledge. 

Golf.  Sixteen  golfers  met  with  President  Badger  at  the  Huddle  Park 
Golf  Course  to  begin  the  first  Open  Golf  Tournament  held  at  a  youth 
conference.  Scored  on  both  a  low-score  and  handicap  basis,  two  prizes 
were  awarded.  Elder  Michael  Tate  was  awarded  the  prize  on  "an  American 
handicap  basis"  while  Brother  Louis  Nel  had  the  lowest  score  with  an  84. 

Scout  Meeting.  The  Boy  Scouts  met  with  their  leaders  in  the  Ramah 
Courtyard  to  demonstrate  skills  in  cooking,  first  aid,  and  camping.  There 
were  about  40  scouts  and  leaders  present.  Brother  Ashton  presented  a  film 
entitled  "Scouting  and  MIA."  which  dealt  with  how  to  handle  the  scouting 
programme  on  a  1  hour  10  minute  basis,  to  coincide  with  the  framework 
of  the  MIA.  Brother  Ashton  called  the  scouting  programme  "the  best 
worldwide  boys'  organization." 

During  the  scout  meeting,  the  Mission  Relief  Society  Board  and  the 
District  Presidencies  met  with  Sister  Ashton  for  a  four  hour  session  about 
Relief  Society. 

Challenge  Basketball.  Continuing  their  rivalry,  the  Natal  District  met 
the  Transvaal  District  in  a  basketball  game,  played  at  the  Yeoville  court. 
Going  into  the  game,  Natal  was  in  possession  of  the  travelling  trophy,  for 
which  the  contest  was  being  played.  Natal  was  forced  to  give  it  up,  however, 
as  they  lost  this  game  34-21. 

Sports.  One  of  the  high  points  of  each  annual  youth  conference  is  the 
volleyball  tournament.  This  year  was  no  exception.  It  was,  however,  an 
unusual  year  in  that  all  games  were  completed  on  time  and  the  weather  was 
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clear  the  whole  of  the 
day.  In  the  women's 
division  there  were  10 
teams  entered.  The 
finals  had  Durban 
pitted  against  Springs. 
It  took  three  games 
before  a  champion 
was  chosen.  Durban 
won  the  first  game 
16-14,  but  Springs 
bounced  back  to  win 
the  second  game  15-2. 
The  third  game  de- 
cided the  winner,  and 
Springs  came  off  vic- 
torius,  winning  15-10. 
In  the  men's  junior  division,  five  teams  were  entered.  Salisbury  played 
Durban  I  for  the  championship.  Again  Durban  was  foiled  in  a  champion- 
ship bid  as  Salisbury  took  home  the  crown. 

With  10  teams  entered  in  the  senior  men's  division,  it  was  anybody's 
game.  When  the  semi-finals  were  over  and  the  dust  settled,  it  was  obvious 
that  this  year  there  would  be  a  new  champion.  Durban  eliminated  Pretoria 
to  advance  to  the  finals  and  Ramah  II  advanced  past  Germiston,  after 
having  previously  eliminated  Krugersdorp.  All  other  games  had  been 
completed  and  all  spectators  gathered  to  witness  the  finals  between  Durban 
and  Ramah  II.  Included  in  the  crowd  were  President  Badger,  who  "cheered 
for  whoever  was  behind  at  the  moment,"  and  Brother  Ashton,  himself  a 
keen  athlete  and  competitor.  Excitement  ran  high  as  these  two  fine  teams 
clashed  for  the  championship.  Ramah  II  surged  ahead,  taking  the  first 
game,  needing  only  one  of  two  possible  games  to  go  home  the  victors.  But 
Durban  was  not  easily  intimidated.  They  came  back  to  even  up  the  score 
by  winning  the  second  game.  On  the  third  game  hinged  the  championship. 
In  a  fine  exhibition  of  teamwork  and  skill,  Durban  emerged  as  1969  Senior 
Volleyball  champions.  It  was  a  wonderful  day  of  excitement  and  a  striking 
exhibition  of  sportsmanship  and  teamwork. 

Convention  Ball.  Perennially  the  social  event  of  the  year,  the  Con- 
vention Ball  is  an  event  loked  forward  to  by  young  and  old  alike.  Socially 

mingling  with  friends 
from  all  over  the  mis- 


sion, friendships  are  made  and  renewed.  Gilbert 
Stroud's  band,  a  versatile  group,  that  proved 
to  be  very  popular  with  the  young  people, 
provided  the  music.  Intermission  opportuned 
the  presentation  of  the  awards  for  the  sporting 
activities  of  the  convention.

Relief  Society  and  Priesthood.  The  Relief  Society  met  in  the  Cultural 
Hall,  while  the  Priesthood  met  in  the  Chapel.  The  sisters  heard  from  each 
member  of  the  Mission  Relief  Society  Presidency,  viz.,  Sister  Clark,  Sister 
Brummer  and  Sister  Wright.  They  also  heard  from  Sister  Badger,  Mission 
Supervisor.  Sister  Ashton  spoke  on  Relief  Society  values,  and  later  on 
family  relationships  and  the  role  of  the  mother  in  the  challenges  that  face 
a  child. 

The  Priesthood  was  addressed  by  President  Alma  Donly,  Counselor 
to  President  Badger,  Lionel  Bibb,  Mission  Supervisor  of  Aaronic  and 
Melchizedek  Priesthoods,  President  Badger,  and  Brother  Ashton.  Brother 
Ashton  related  Elder  Romney's  impression  of  the  mission  when  he  stated 
that  there  was  great  leadership  and  great  potential  leadership  in  the  mis- 
sion. Brother  Ashton  confirmed  that  this  was  true,  according  to  his  esti- 
mation. Generally  pursuing  a  theme  of  continued  activity  in  the  Church, 
Brother  Ashton  related  a  story  of  a  youngster  who  fell  out  of  bed  one 
night.  When  asked  why,  the  youth  replied,  "Because  I  wasn't  all  the  way 
in."  This  he  compared  with  our  activity  in  the  Church,  pointing  out  that 
when  we  fall  away,  it  is  because  we  are  not  "all  the  way  in." 

Youth  Testimony  Meeting.  This  was  a  meeting  devoted  entirely  to  the 
youth.  The  Chapel  was  reserved  for  youth  only.  After  a  moment's  hesita- 
tion, a  line  formed  in  front  of  the  pulpit  comprised  of  youth  waiting  to 
bear  their  testimonies  of  the  truthfulness  of  the  Gospel.  In  Brother  Ashton's 
words,  "the  spirit  of  the  Lord  was  there."  For  the  two-hour  duration  of 
the  meeting,  a  steady  stream  of  young  people  addressed  the  congregation. 
It  was  heartwarming  to  see  non-members  testify  that  the  Church  is  true. 
So  great  was  the  desire  to  testify,  that  when  the  meeting  reluctantly  closed 
at  12.00,  a  long  line  of  people  had  to  be  disappointed  and  were  unable  to 
express  themselves.  Their  silent 
testimonies,  were  felt,  however. 

General  Meeting.  For  the  first 
time  since  the  commencement 
of  the  conference,  everyone  was 
afforded  the  opportunity  to  meet 
together  to  hear  from  Mission 
leaders  and  from  the  Ashtons. 
Again  with  a  focal  point  on 
youth,  the  meeting  opened  with 
three  young  speakers.  Sybil  van 
der  Linden  from  Mowbray  was 
the  first  speaker,  concerning  her 
remarks    with    citizenships.    She  Between  Meetings 
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emphasized  our  responsibility  to  seek  learning  and  education,  uphold 
standards,  and  "do  our  duty  as  we  understand  it."  She  was  followed  oy 
Jan  Joubert,  who  addressed  the  congregation  in  Afrikaans,  calling  to  our 
attention  the  fact  that  going  to  church  on  Sunday  is  not  sufficient,  but 
rather  we  must  live  and  learn  our  religion  constantly.  Jennifer  Hulbert 
then  gave  the  speech  with  which  she  had  won  the  Speech  Competition  held 
on  Saturday. 

During  this  meeting,  gifts  were  presented  to  both  President  and  Sister 
Badger.  President  Badger  was  presented  with  an  MIA  Tie  Clasp  and  Sister 
Badger  with  a  Relief  Society  brooch.  The  congregation  heard  briefly  from 
Sister  Ivy  Clark,  and  from  Brother  and  Sister  James  Milne,  indefatigable 
MIA  leaders  in  the  Mission.  Brother  Milne  expressed  a  growth  which  he 
had  felt  in  himself  as  the  conference  progressed,  hoping  that  we  would  oe 
able  to  feel  it  as  well.  President  Badger  dealt  briefly  with  the  resurrection 
and  the  special  significance  of  this  event  at  Easter  time.  He  also  mentioned 
the  importance  of  the  home  in  a  Latter-day  Saint's  life,  pointing  out  that 
it  would  be  exactly  what  we  made  of  it. 

Then,  as  one  of  the  most  choice  blessings  of  the 
conference,  Brother  and  Sister  Ashton  expressed  their 
thoughts  about  the  conference  and  left  their  counsel. 
Sister  Ashton  commended  all  those  involved  in  plan- 
ning and  executing  the  conference.  She  was  very 
impressed  with  all  she  had  witnessed.  She  related 
the  story  of  a  man  with  a  key  that  would  have  granted 
him  entrance  to  a  warm  building  on  a  very  cold 
day.  But,  lacking  the  wisdom  to  employ  the  key, 
he  rather  perished.  She  then  asked  if  we  were  not 
sometimes  like  that,  not  using  wisely  the  keys  com- 
mitted unto  us  by  our  Heavenly  Father.  She  particu- 
larly stressed  the  importance  of  not  taking  offence  at 
things  others  do  or  say.  She  illustrated  this  by  recal- 
ling the  instance  where  a  person  is  bitten  by  a 
poisonous  snake.  In  such  a  case,  does  one  chase  the 
snake  to  kill  it,  or  rather  stop  and  try  to  get  the 
venom  out  of  his  blood?  Obviously  he  would  stop  ;o 
remove  the  poison.  But  when  we  are  offended,  do 
we  seek  retribution  on  the  offender  or  try  to  get  the 
poison  out  of  our  blood  and  forget  about  the  offender?  She  concluded  by 
asking  how  well  we  are  able  to  handle  authority,  and  suggested  that  we 
refer  to  the  instructions  about  this  in  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  section  121. 

Marvin  J.  Ashton  then  spoke.  He  brought  the  love  sent  by  the  First 
Presidency  of  the  Church  to  the  Saints  in  the  South  African  Mission.  He, 
like  his  wife,  was  tremendously  impressed  with  the  organization,  spirit  and 
testimony  exhibited  at  this  conference.  He  thought  that  the  Mission  had 
everything,  with  one  exception.  "The  one  thing  that  you  lack,"  he  said,  "is 
courage."  He  said  that  the  Mission,  and  more  especially  the  young  people, 
needed  courage  in  their  lives.  Courage  to  be  a  Latter-day  Saint,  courage 
to  say  no.  courage  to  stand  firm,  are  all  important  aspects.  He  elucidated 
his  point  by  recalling  how  some  of  Joseph  Smith's  'friends'  told  him  *  ) 
"give  it  up".  They  advised  him  to  quit  claiming  that  he  was  a  prophet, 
or  he  would  be  killed.  Joseph  Smith  held  firm,  he  said  "no".  We  too, 
should  remain  true  and  have  courage;  courage  to  live  the  way  we  know, 
courage  to  pray,  courage  to  start  over  and  reject  that  which  is  not  good. 
This  is  the  vital  element  that  the  mission  lacks,  in  his  estimation.  He  told 
us  that  we  can  do  anything  we  desire.  A  bee.  for  example,  cannot  fly 
according  to  all  aerodynamic  principles.  The  bee.  however,  doesn't  know 
this  and  flies.  He  concluded  by  giving  the  "Three  Greatest  Truths":  (1)  God 
lives  (2)  God  is  our  Father,  he  hears  and  answers  our  prayers  and  loves  us 
(3)  We  can  become  like  God. 


Brother   Ashton 
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Relief  Society.  The  Relief  Society  sisters  held  an  informal  workshop 
during  the  evening.  Sister  Hubert  of  Mowbray  gave  a  demonstration  on 
aiding  lessons,  Sister  Budd  of  Midlands  spoke  on  "Operating  a  small 
Relief  Society,"  while  Sister  Duncan  from  Durban  spoke  on  "Operating  a 
large  Relief  Society."  The  Relief  Society  sisters  seized  the  opportunity  to 
ask  questions  of  a  General  Board  member,  and  spent  the  balance  of  the 
time  in  a  "buzz  session"  with  Sister  Ashton. 

Fireside.  The  1969  Youth  Conference  was  crowned  by  the  fireside  on 
Sunday  evening.  It  began  with  a  representation  of  talent  in  the  mission 
and  concluded  with  more  sage  advice  from  Brother  Ashton.  Ten  musical 
numbers  were  presented  from  various  parts  of  the  mission.  This  was 
followed  by  the  announcement  that  Durban  had  won  the  badge  competi- 
tion, and  that  Marlene  Henning  from  Durban,  had  won  the  essay  contest. 
See  page  126. 

In  his  warm  and  friendly  manner  Brother  Ashton  again  stressed  that 
"the  happy  way  is  the  right  way,"  and  also  quoted  the  "15  Most  Important 
Words."  The  five  most  important  words  are:  "I  am  proud  of  you."  The 
four  most  important  words  are:  "What  is  your  opinion?"  The  three  most 
important  words  are:  "If  you  please."  The  two  most  important  words  are: 
"Thank  you."  The  one  most  important  word  is:  "We".  These  together  are 
the  15  most  important  words.  The  least  important  word  is  "I".  His  con- 
tinual pleasant  humour  made  Brother  Ashton  a  speaker  easy  to  listen  to, 
and  one  from  whom  it  was  easy  to  take  advice. 

Many  members  had  the  chance  to  get  to  know  Brother  Ashton  and 
his  wife,  and  come  to  appreciate  their  graciousness  even  more,  by  meeting 
with  them  at  one  of  two  buffet  dinners  held  at  the  Mission  Home  during 
the  opening  days  of  the  Conference.  The  first  was  for  Mission  MIA  board 
members,  and  the  second  for  District  and  Branch  presidencies  and  their 
wives. 

The  1969  Youth  Conference  now  lives  only  in  memories  of  those  who 
attended,  and  in  the  strength  which  they  gained  by  participating.  The  hun- 
dreds of  members  from  all  over  the  Mission,  who  gathered  for  this  great 
event,  have  taken  with  them  the  spirit  of  the  conference,  and  the  spirit  ot 
the  Church  in  action.  More  particularly,  they  have  garnered  rich  ideals 
from  the  counsel  and  wisdom  of  Brother  and  Sister  Ashton.  Tremendous 
local  leadership  and  planning,  augmented  by  inspired  counsel  from  Church 
headquarters  blended  to  label  this  conference  "best  ever".  Already,  plans 
turn  to  the  future,  as  we  look  forward  to  another  conference,  hoping  that 
the  Church  will  again  bless  the  Mission  with  inspired  leaders  from  the 
auxiliaries  of  the  Church. 
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WINNING  ESSAY 

Education — A  Vital  and 
Powerful  Force

Man's  education  begins  with  his  creation  in  the  pre-existence  and 
continues  throughout  all  eternity.  Every  experience  he  has  is  educational 
and  from  it  he  can  extract  whatever  he  wishes  to.  Take  as  an  example,  a 
man  sitting  underneath  an  apple  tree  when  an  apple  falls  onto  the  ground 
near  him.  One  man  picks  it  up  and  eats  it.  He  satisfies  his  hunger.  Another 
mani,  too  lazy  to  reach  for  the  apple,  thinks,  "I'll  get  it  later"  and  then 
forgets  about  it.  He  is  becoming  well  versed  in  the  art  of  procrastination. 
Yet  another  man  begins  to  think,  "Why  is  this  happening?"  and  after 
pondering  over  this  and  investigating  the  causes,  pronounces  the  law  of 
gravity.  Three  entirely  different  results  and  effects  from  the  same  experience 
—  and  all,  the  direct  result  of  the  individual's  education. 

Man  can  only  achieve  and  experience  as  much  as  his  education  coupled 
with  his  natural  ability  allow  him  to.  A  man  may  be  a  potentially  great 
artist,  but  unless  he  knows  how  to  apply  himself  to  his  art,  his  natural 
ability  is  worthless.  He  has  to  be  educated  in  the  practical  side  of  his  art. 
Imagine  if  Beethoven  had  been  unable  to  play  the  piano,  or  Shakespeare 
illiterate.  How  much  poorer  this  world  would  have  been.  Both  these  men 
were  educated  in  the  practical  side  of  their  arts.  Too  often  education  is 
thought  of  simply  as  the  process  of  learning  carried  out  in  a  formal 
institution  designed  specifically  for  the  purpose  of  familiarising  a  person 
with  certain  subjects.  This  is  certainly  a  very  false  conception  of  education. 
Learning  in  itself  is  not  educational.  It  is  all  very  well  to  be  a  brilliant 
student,  but  all  knowledge  is  useless  unless  one  knows  how  to  adapt  and 
use  it  when  the  need  arises.  The  world  is  rife  with  brilliant  failures  — 
people  who,  although  brilliant  in  their  studies,  have  failed  in  the  final  test 
of  adapting  and  applying  their  knowledge  to  their  lives. 

Education  is  when  the  subject  matter  which  is  learnt,  gives  to  man 
added  knowledge  insight  or  perception,  which  he  is  able  to  adapt  and  use 
in  improving  or  advancing  himself.  This  subject  matter  stimulates  and 
develops  the  mind  and  the  concepts  gained  from  it  form  the  nucleus  from 
which  his  actions  and  thoughts  are  guided.  It  is  not  to  be  found  only  in 
the  classrooms,  but  is  contained  in  whatever  motivates  an  individual  to- 
wards a  goal. 

Education  is  one  of  the  most  vital  and  powerful  influences  at  work  on 
man  to-day.  Every  man  has  been  given  certain  gifts  and  the  more  com- 
prehensive his  education,  the  greater  will  be  his  ability  to  use  his  gifts  and 
achieve  his  ambitions.  Because  of  this,  it  would  be  just  as  well  to  realise 
what  education  is  and  how  one  is  educated. 

The  home  plays  a  large  part  in  man's  education.  The  attitudes  of  the 
parents  towards  their  children  and  each  other  are  absorbed  by  the  child 
and  his  attitudes  towards  others  is  based  on  those  prevalent  in  the  home. 
If  there  is  love  and  harmony  in  the  home,  the  child  will  promote  this,  and 
if  there  is  hate  and  dissension,  he  will  hate  and  argue  with  others.  In  his 
early  formative  years,  the  only  educators  a  child  has  are  those  with  whom 
he  lives  and  those  who  regularly  visit  his  home.  These  he  imitates  —  their 
attitudes,  ways  of  speech  and  actions. 

The  type  of  education  received  in  the  home  is  the  foundation  upon 
which  all  future  education  is  laid.  It  is  important  to  realise  that  the  parents 
are  not  the  only  educators  in  the  home.  All  the  members  of  the  family  are. 
Look  how  easily  a  habit  is  spread  and  how  a  child's  observation  can  alter 
one's  whole  outlook  on  a  certain  subject. 
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Another  important  medium  is  religion.  This  has  a  very  real  influence 
on  education.  If  a  man  lives  and  participates  wholeheartedly  in  his  religion, 
he  develops  his  spirituality  by  living  the  commandments  of  God.  He  loves 
and  respects  himself  and  his  fellowman,  and  lives  a  happy  well-balanced 
life.  A  man  who  does  not  live  his  religion  tends  to  be  easily  swayed  by 
others  and  flounders  when  faced  with  a  situation  he  cannot  comprehend. 
He  does  not  have  the  self-assurance  and  humility  of  a  truly  religious  man, 
but  is  self-centred  and  worries  only  about  his  immediate  wants. 

A  man's  friends,  heroes  and  leaders  all  contribute  towards  his 
education.  They  are  all  people  whom  he  admires.  He  associates  with  them 
and  tries  to  emulate  them.  Their  thoughts  and  actions  influence  his. 

The  places  which  he  frequents  also  have  a  certain  influence  on  a 
man's  education,  as  it  is  here  that  he  meets  his  associates. 

His  behaviour  at  these  places  determines  the  type  of  people  who  will 
be  attracted  towards  him  and  seek  his  friendship.  Their  opinions  of  him. 
based  on  his  behaviour,  can  either  help  enlighten  and  uplift  him  or  lull 
him  into  a  temporary  enjoyment  of  baser  pleasures. 

The  radio,  books  and  films  have  a  great  influence  in  this  process  of 
educating  man,  as  they  help  him  cultivate  a  command  of  language  and 
thus  aid  in  the  accumulation  of  knowledge  and  the  development  of 
thoughts,  ideas,  attitudes  and  actions.  They  also  outline  patterns  of  be- 
haviour in  various  situations  which  are  absorbed  by  the  mind  and  stowed 
away  ready  for  use  when  a  similar  situation  arises. 

Education  indirectly  helps  mould  the  personality  and  influences  the 
character  of  man.  What  may  educate  one  man,  however,  may  have  no 
effect  on  another. 

Education  is,  in  essence,  a  purely  spiritual  process  and  the  ways  by 
which  it  is  brought  are  essentially  spiritual  and  not  concrete  or  tangible. 
You  cannot  touch  a  thought,  a  word  or  an  action! 

When  a  man  does  not  fully  comprehend  the  meaning  of  what  is  being 
presented  to  him,  he  is  unable  to  make  the  decision  to  either  accept  or 
reject  it.  This  is  a  dangerous  stage  to  be  in.  It  is  at  this  stage  that  a 
wrong  decision  or  choice  can  be  made  because  the  advice  of  friends  will  be 
sought  in  making  the  decision.  There  are  many  people  who,  because  of  a 
restricted  education,  have  chosen  the  most  appealing  or  easiest  course, 
which  has  led  ultimately  to  their  failure  in  life. 

Education  has,  like  everything  else,  two  sides  to  it.  The  one  is  bene- 
ficial and  the  other  detrimental  to  man.  The  one  leads  to  eventual  success 
and  exaltation,  the  other  to  eventual  failure  and  damnation.  A  good 
example  is  that  of  Simon  Peter  and  Judas  Iscariot.  Both  were  Apostles  of 
Christ,  but  the  one  became  the  leader  of  the  Church  after  the  death  of 
Christ  and  the  other  committed  suicide. 

You  are  free  to  choose  the  road  you  take,  but  like  a  freeway,  once 
you  have  chosen  the  road,  it's  hard  to  leave  it.  Which  road  are  you 
choosing? 

Your  choice  at  the  moment  is  evident  by  your  attitudes,  actions, 
ideas  and  associates.  Are  you  satisfied  with  it?  Are  you  receiving  the 
right  education?
